Interspersed with some 
choice musical perfonnanco* hy the young ladles, 
ware concluded, Mr. Jama* Crowley, of Council 
Commute* uu Publk Be book, made a neat and 
pertinent addrem to the pupUa, congratulating 
them on tlx proficiency whkh they evinced lu 
their .India*, and urging them lo a diligent im¬ 
provement of all their present opportuniti*. for 
attaining useful knowledge, in order that they may 
adorn and biem their future sphere* of life. 

The City Council, some time since, directed the 
Port Warden lo make an retimat* of the probable 
expense of constructing a ship channel along the 
south tide of the harbor, with . view of providing 
greater fccilitica to the lucreating com mere* of the 
dty.
